He saw altogether 
sixor seven men, three of whom went away out of 
the back door after they had searched the house, 
He could not identify any of the men {n the 
dock except the third prisoner. He was not burt, 
He did not notice any weapons In possession of 
the others, The man who pointed the revolver 
at him had it suspended from his wrist, From 
the time he went down stare to the time the men 
went out atthe back door was not ahovyea 
quarter of anhour, The head master of the shop 
was upstairs all thetime. He did not see him 
brought down, Saw: him afterwards when be 
was tled by ‘the gvewe, Hedid sot miss any 
property, neltber did he have anything broken 
open. He saw the chisel (orodaced) when he 
went upstairs after the men bad gone. Tt was 
lylog beside a chair on the first floor, He took 
{t down stairs, 


Mong Fu, a coolleemptoyed at No. 66, Winglok 
Street, stated that at 7 p.m. on the aand 
instant he was'{y the cook-house of the 
shop, preparing for a bath when he saw 
some men coming in at the front door. 
The cook-house was .in the middie of the 
ground floor, The cook was not present, but 
was near at hand, On seeing the men, and 
belng suspliclous, he was going upstairs, but was 
stopped at the foot of the stalrcase by a man 
who pointed a revolver at him, He was taken 
into thé back of the shop and tled by thls guene 
to two or three fotis who were already tied 
together. One of the robbers sald—~" Don't speak 
or I will kill you." He kept sflent. A man 
kept guard over them for 25° minotes, afd then 
he heard the report of a pistol In the front shop, 
and saw a man run'in at the front door shouting 
“ron away {" The man who was keeping puard 
over them, when ke heard the shouting, ran out 
of the back door. He saw six or seven men 
altogether, The men who tied his gueue had s 
revolver suspended from hle wrist, He recog: 
nized that man as the filth prisoner. He did 
not notice that any - of the other men wero 
armed, He was searched, The man who seat 
ched him he recognized as the fourth prisoner. 
The robber who guarded them was the man who 
tied them up. That was the fifth prisoner. The 
men were there at the longest about 25 minutes, 
He did not actually see them come into the shop, 
and was milataken when he ssid go at first, They 
were all dressed in ordinary clothes.

THE WAR IN THE NORTH.

. We ate indebted to our Shanghal exchanges 
for tha followlng items :— 
. SHANGHAI, November ast, 
4 whe Latysen te out of dock and has jolned the 
eet, 

Native officials bere have recelved news by 
wire that on the r3th and 17th net. fourteen 
Japanese men-ol-war appeared off el-bat- wel, 
but kept well out of range, though they fire 
several shots at the forts. The fleet left on the 
8th, Another telegram states that the Japanese 
Second Army Corps had attacked Lungwotou, 30 
4t from Port Arthur, on the road to ft from Talien- 
wan, but were twice repulsed by General Wang. 

From private advices from Nanking, we learn | 
that Chang Chib-tong, {mmedlately on assuming 
charge at Nanking, ordered'the larper veasels of 
the Nanyang Squadron to prepare to leave for 
the North on short notice, Many of the officera 
and crew are demurring, on the typical Chinese 
grounds that they ware engaged by the Viceroy _ 
of Liang Kiang, and that they did not see the 
veagon why they should firht the battles of the 
Viceroy of Pechili. The vessels designated will 
leave during next week, 

It ts officially atated that Generals Nich and 
Lii Péh-yaan, who sre now in charge of the 
Chinese forces opposing the Japanese First 
Army—General Sang, the Commender-In-Chtef, 
being on bis way to relleve Port Arthur—were 
attacked by the Japanese at Motlenling on the 
rath and 13th Instant, After a hard fight the 
Chinese repolsed their casailants, and claim to 
have driven them back some fifteen miles. 
Motlenling is « high range of bills ranning N.E. 
and S.W. to the eastward of the high-road 
between Fénghuangchdng and Llaoyang, and: 
{e about half-way between these two polnts. 
General Sung started for Port Arthur on the roth,, 
witha large force of cavalry and infantry, 

The Yoshino was seen onthe morning of the: 
r1th lost. off Wel-hal-wel steaming slowly about. 
wiin four miles of the gang on Liukunstao,. 
She wasia splendid erder and astelm as poss'ble, - 
The news from Port Arther isnot at allencourage- 
{ng to the Chinere. The Japanese were In full 
nossession of all the forts in Tallenwan and 
Kinchew on the 7thinst, The Chtne’e abandoned 
the forts without making any stand to speak-of, 
In some of the forts the guns were loaded and- 
detonators {n the vents, “Nota single gun was 
spiked or magarins blown up, but runs, ammunt- 
tion and atores were all abandoned to the enemy. 
The Japanese fleet in the short bombardment:

Viewed from a Iittle distance a Hottentot bridal 
couple are much more like each other than is 
the case for a bridal couple In England. 

When a man of European race grows to 

maturity, the proportions of his body—as 
compared with those at bis birth—have been 
greatly altered, In Jencth his head haa only been 
doubled. His tronk, has nearly been trebled.

The woman as she 
grows will show similar changes, but they are 
oot carried quite so far.

Usually an English boy fq taller and heavier 
than an English gitl——provided that the ages 
ara the same, But between the ages of 123 
years and 14} years the. girl Is both the taller 
and the heavier.

Tn the old Greek statuary we have true pre- 
sentatfons of the well-developed man, But the 
Greek sculptor was not equally faithfol in his 
delineation of the woman, Of set design, he 
altered her hips with a view to alterations In her 
Itmbs. Subsequent artists have not condemned 
the Greek ‘plan—to fact they more or less 
have done the same. Between tha relative 
claims to beasty of the male and the 
female, artista have usually been divided, 
Generally they modlfy the female form, by 
introdacing a Mile element of the man.

Aman has one style of running, A woman 
has a different style, The «mall-hipped savage 
woman does not show the difference as much as 
does the larze-hipped woman of Europe. More- 
over, in the Intter case the difference {s occas{an~ 
ally accentuated by some fashionable absurdity 
of dreas, ae 

Among natural fancttons that need not be. 
altered by the process called clyilisatton, we may 
fteckon the functlon of breathing, The Australian 
savage bas not in the manner of bis breathing 
wandered at atl from the pristine simplicity of 
nature. As hie lungs alternately fill and empty, 
the regions round bis navel have a cyclical rise 
and fall. These appearance are equally repro- 
duced in the youthful Regent Street dandy and 
in the university athlete. _. 

The wife of that Australian savage gives her 
evidence in the same direction, But itis other- 
wise with the lady of modern Europe who wears 
a tight corset. Nataro being disallowed, the 
natural movements create others that are 
artlficlal, In the man we see hardly any move- 
ment fn the breasts during the process . of 
breathing, But in the clvitised and fashionably 
dressed woman of Europe the movements are 
almost entirely of the breasts, It mast be 
admitted that-in this respect mere nature looks 
less picturesque than art, 

As to the evil of the corset from a medico- 
athletico.polnt of view, the evidence in indeed 
overwhelming, But charming {s the service 
which that machinery performs in revealing a 
new bome forthe sigh, Were the sigh to be born 
some ten Inches lower, its tender romance were 
gone, . We mast, however, remember that such 
notions are really entirely modem, 

Some ancient peoples have placed the seat of 
love in the stomach, Even in the Bible we do 
hot read of tender‘hearts, but of bowels of com- 
preston, We should not in these days consider 
that an emotion of love was poetically treated if 
it was likened to a process of digestion. Later

TRE MODERN STEAMER. 
f te 

. What may be the ocean passenger steamer of 
the future ts Indicated by a certain letter recelved 
by the Postmaster-Generel of England in retation 
to the ocean mall service. 
fteamer of six hundred feet long, to attain a 
speed of fifty miles an hour, to carry only paa- 
sengers, mail, and light packages, It {a clatmed 
that a steamer of this speed could go from Engs 
land to Hallfox in two and one-balf days and to 
reach New York only a few hours additional would 
be necesesry. The true ocean exprese steamer 
would probably be of a similar type to this. As 
ho heavy cargo would be carried, the vessel could 
be built on the Hines of a yacht, And, if her 
holl were given‘op almost entirely to engines 
and coal, a very high speed might be malo- 
talned even under adverse weather conditions, 
It seems-as if there must be {o the near futire 
some modification of the very fest steamers of 
the presenttlme. Tt may be said that aslde 
from spectally advertising the Ines to which 
they belong they have proved themeelves a 
losing venture, Besides, in the case of certain 
of the very atest of them, at least slx months of 
the year they are out of commission, The cost of 
repairs and general rencvation before going into 
active service agaln ts considerable. “Although 
they ara most beantiful creations, it {sa question 
whether ft will be deemed a wise course hereafter 
to continue to build them to run jost for the 
accommodatlon of atrictly first-class travel which 
4a practically. what Is being done now, 

There {s great deal more pleasure than 
profit In following out this course, And {ft Is to 
be doubted whether the sotisfaction. felt in the 
possession of a record-breaker compensates for 
{ts non-paying qualitles, It may be that it does, 
but {t seema much the same as an ownership in 
a ‘fast horse, that {s kept mot for ractog but 
almply because of its beauty and speed—It is the 
sense of gratification arising from possession. 
Certatnly It gives cistinctlon to the ownlng Ine, 

Is not competition becomlng so very keen In 
the ocean carrying trade generally as eventually 
to force the present type of passenger-cargo boat 
out of the trans-Atlantic trade? This seems the 
more probable because in the near future our 
commercial relations with foreign countries will 
be very much closer than they arenow, This 
will necessitate better ocean mail facllittes, 
and thls demand is bound to be met In 
some ‘satisfactory’ why, Under present 
conditions of cabHnp—the expense and 
the }lahillty to error in the transmission of 
Messapes—it must continue to be largely sup- 
plemented by letter, ‘To forward the mail 
quickly enough to mzet the growing demands of 
commerce, is the problem to be solved in the 
near future, That the British Government 
should awn and ran mail steamers, was one of 
the propositions contained in the fetter before 
mentioned, That thts letter was written at‘all 
feems to show that the matter of quick ocean 
mail service In connection with the purely 
express passenger steamer, Independent of any 
particolar considération of the public demand 
for qaicker transit simply as such, is beginning 
to be given much thought. It is hardly probable 
that England would interfere in any way with 
the Atlantle passenger trade, But what might 
occur would be the cffering of a sufficlently high 
compensatlon to make ft an object for steamer 


Mines to try the experlment of ruonlog a purely 


passenger and mallexpress steamer. The present 
seems ao ausp'cious thme for the appearance of 
wach a boat, The biggest occan steamers are 
rather too expensive luxaries at the present costof 
running them, and {t must before long be decided 
whether to build them pays under the conditions 
ol the passenger and freight carrying trade. If 
greater speed fs sought 1¢ must be found elther 
jn a steamer of much larger sizo than apy now 
afloat. or the cargo catrying feature of the vessel 
must bs giveo up and one of smaller di-nenstons 
and finer lines be adopted. The quicker trips 
would greatly stimulate passenger traffic, and 
without doubt prove a profitable venture and at 
the same time offer a solution of shortening trang: 
Atlantic voyages. —V. Y, Maritime Regtster.
